GOLDEN TEX T—“ The 
Sabbath 
w as 
made for man and not man for the Sab­ 
bath.” —Mark 2:27. 


That the Christian Sabbath is to be 
a Boon and not to be a 
Burden 
is 
the gist of 
the teaching of J esus 
upon that subject. 
For what is the 
Sabbath set aside and to what use 
shall we put the time thus set aside, 
are and have been through the years 
very live questions. 
That God had so­ 
ciological, physical reasons for setting 
aside 
one 
day 
in 
seven as a day 
of rest and recreation has led some 
to advocate what we know as a “ Con­ 
tinental Sunday” —one given over to 
pleasure, games, sports, auto rides, 
drives, etc., and an over 
emphasis 
upon the fact that God meant us not 
only to rest but also that he “ hal­ 
lowed it,” has given us the Puritani­ 
cal observance that is akin to a wor­ 
ship of this seventh day. 
W hich 
is 
right? 
w e study these two incidents in 


the life of our Lord, the plucking of 
the grain and the healing of the with­ 
ered hand, both of 
which 
occurred 
upon the Sabbath, we can surely find 
guidance as to what shall be our ob­ 
servance of this day. 
Let us look at the first. 
Passing 
through the field the hungry disci­ 
ples plucked som e 
of 
the 
ripened 
grain, and sifting it in their hands, 
they ate it to supply 
their 
hunger. 
Mind, there was no reaping and gath­ 
ering into barns for the profit of the 
owner, but simply the gathering 
of 
sufficient to relieve the needs of the 
moment. 
How Jesus Spent Sabbath. 
Passing on, J esus enters the syna- 
gague and there found a man having 
a withered hand. 
Again 
the 
ever 
■watchful 
Pharisees 
observed 
him 
“ that 
they 
might 
accuse 
him.’* 
J esus, knowing their growing antag­ 
onism, their attitude of distrust, takes 
advantage of the helplessness of the 
man to teach these Pharisees the les­ 
son of obedience—yes 
for 
once 
in 
scorn he rebukes them; 
anger and 
grief struggled in the heart of J esus 
as he commands 
the 
sick 
man 
to 
stretch forth his hand, and with the 
command went power so that the man 
stretched 
forth 
his 
hand restored 
to its full strength 
and 
usefulness. 
Is it not sufficient that sin makes 
strange bed fellows, as for instance, 
the Pharisees consorting 
with 
the 
Herodians, two parties as opposite as 
possible and bitter in their antagon­ 
ism, taking counsel how they may de­ 
stroy this young Galilean. 
The fact 
was the disciples had 
violated 
no 
law of God, but an ordinance of man. 
What irony of J esus’ tones as he 
asked them j'did ye never read? ” The 


complaint of a 
PurTfanlca’l 
Sabbath 
was never raised by one who has a 
loving fam iliarity with the Word of 
God—God gave us the Sabbath, it did 
not come by accident. 
God will surely reckon with those 
corporations and individuals who de­ 
mand, as shown by the social surveys 
of som e of the steel towns, for illus­ 
tration, seven days labor each week, 
or who in their individual lives are so 
engrossed in business and in pleasure 
as to deaden and starve their souls, 
which are all the tim e crying out for 
God. 
J esus’ anger was at the hardness, 
and his compassion for this hardness 
of the hearts of the Pharisees. 
Let 
us avoid the wrath and be subject to 
the com passionate pity of God. 
Last 
Sunday we studied the resurrection of 
our Lord. 
Let us remember that the 
Christian Sabbath is a weekly remind­ 
er of that great fact. 
Principles Make Christians. 
Rules 
make 
Pharisees, 
principles 
make Christians. It is not, “ thus saith 
the priest or the council,” that is to 
govern our actions, for that method 
has always served to deaden our con­ 
science, hence it is that J esus said, I 
desire not sacrifice but mercy. 
My 
kingdom is not to become a burden; 
I came to free men from the burden 
of ceremonial observance. 
I desire 
mercy, therefore, if whenever the op­ 
portunity comes for you to exercise the 
principles of true religion, to visit the 
sick, to relieve the widows and the 
fatherless, to relieve human need, to 
direct men’s thoughts to me in wor­ 
ship, if it be 
Sunday 
or 
not, 
you 
ought to do it in glad recognition that 
the Son of Man came not to be minis­ 
tered unto but to minister.

members w ill'have a^gooiF deal to an­

W eston never 
walks

“ The observance of Sunday is the 
temporal sign that man belongs not 
only to time but to eternity.

II. E. Barnard, chief chemist for 
the State board of health, has issued 
a circular letter to the sup erintend­ 
ents of the w ater works p lant of the 
State, calling attention to recent im­ 
p rovements in the water laboratory 
under his direction, and asking that 
the sup erintendents eo-op erate with 
the State board in the board’s efforts 
to insure p ure w ater through p ublic 
sup p lies. 
The laboratory has recent­ 
ly been equip p ed with an emergency 
hy p ochlorite of lime p lant, which will 
be lent whenever the occasion w a r­ 
rants for testing and other p urp oses. 
Mr. B arnard sets out in the letter that 
the laboratory desired to make at 
least four tests a y ear of w ater from 
all p ublic sup p ly sources in the State. 
“ The necessity for a rigid control 
of the quality of water furnished the 
consumer is well understood bv those 
who have to do with sup p lies,” wrote 
Mr. Barnard. 
“While there are some 
deep well sup p lies so located that p ol­ 
lution of the wells themselves is not 
p ossible, y et from time to time it is 
found that there is trouble at the res­ 
ervoir or elsewhere in the 
sy stem, 
and that the quality of the water is 
not satisfactory . 
This is much more 
frequently the case with surface w a­ 
ter sup p lies, whether they are derived 
from a river or lake or imp ounded 
rainfall. 
No surface 
w ater is free 
from the danger of p ollution and it is 
this class of sup p lies 
that can be 
served most advantageously by the 
State laboratories.”

W hen Convention Assem bled at Bay 


City There W ere Tw o W ell Defined 


O rganizations Contending For Dom ­ 


ination and Am id Scenes of W ildest 


Disorder Both Succeeded in Staying 


to the Lim it of the Proceedings. 


Bay City , Mich., April 12.— P racti­ 
cally the whole of y esterday ’s ses­ 
sion of the Repu blican sta te conv en­ 
tion was so frau ght w ith wild noises 
th a t not any person in the hall cou ld 
do m ore than gu ess w hat transpired 
w ithou t asking the conv ention direc­ 
tors. 
T aft and Roosev elt men ru shed 
a t each other w ith liv id faces and a 
free for all fight was only prev ented 
by the presence of the m ilitia and po­ 
lice. 
O u t of the pandem oniu m was m ade 
national history . 
Two com plete dele­ 
gations to the national conv ention, 
one for Roosev elt, the other for Taft, 
w ere chosen. Two conv entions strov e 
for possession of the sam e hall, and 
both su cceeded in stay ing to th e lim it 
of the proceedings it had m apped ou t. 
Ju dging from the u su ally accepted 
criterion, which conv ention is v ou ched 
for by th e chairm an of the party or­ 
ganization, the Roosev elt conv ention 
seem s to hav e been the regu lar and 
th e T aft conv ention th e ru m p. 
The 
situ ation is com plicated, howev er, by 
th e fact th a t w hile S tate C hairm an 
Knox and ten m em bers of the state 
central com m ittee contended from the 
R oosev elt side, a m ajority of th a t com­ 
m ittee, 
nu m bering 
sev enteen, w ere 
sponsors a t the T aft m eeting. 
The big fight of th e conv ention was 
to get W ay ne’s delegation into the 
hall. 
The T aft m en had the sergeant- 
at-arm s, and he finally prev ailed. 
Ev ­ 
ery Roosev elt m an from W ay ne was 
barred ou t. 
Only T aft men w ere ad­ 
m itted. 
T here was no test of v otes 
in the conv ention. 
Roosev elt men 
claim ed to hav e abou t 8 00 delegates 
w ith the Roosev elt delegation from 
W ay ne. 
The T aft people claim ed 8 50, 
also cou nting their men from W ay ne. 
W ith the Roosev elt m en from W ay ne 
barred ou t of the hall, the T aft men 
easily m u st hav e controlled. 
S tate C hairm an Knox presided in 
the opening Roosev elt m eeting. 
He 
called for the election of a tem porary 
chairm an 
and 
Speaker 
H erbert 
F 
B aker of the hou se of representativ es 
was elected by the Roosev elt dele­ 
gates, the T aft m en m eanw hile giv ing 
th eir attention to the T aft conv ention 
at the other side of the hall. 
Mr 
B aker proceeded to recognize v ariou s 
of the Roosev elt leaders, each with 
prepared motion, and the Roosev elt 
conv ention proceeded to the election 
of com m ittees and the fram ing of re 
ports. 
Then it w ent ahead w ith the 
election of six delegates to the Chi 
cago conv ention. 
Amid a scene of wild disorder ere 
ated when the state conv ention oj>en 
ed, W. D. Gordon of M idland, a Roose 
v elt delegate, was throw n headlong off 
the platform by Jack F. C rem er of 
M arqu ette, 
T aft 
w orker, 
when 
he 
leaped to the stage and attem pted to 
address the conv ention. 
Gordon tu m ­ 
bled 
ov er the speaker’s table and 
landed on his head on the floor, ov er­ 
tu rning a dozen bu sily w riting new s­ 
paper men. 
A dozen of his friends 
ju m ped to the stage and pu lled Cree- 
m er to the floor, bu t he was im medi­ 
ately su rrou nded by a nu m ber of his 
own friends, who kept Gordon p arti­ 
sans from beating him. 
Policem en and m ilitiam en at this 
ju nctu re took charge of the stage and 
the front of the hall and forced back 
m ore than a hu ndred men who w ere 
clam oring 
to 
engage 
in 
the 
fight. 
Shou ting, cu rsing, pu shing and ru sh­ 
ing back and forth, the delegates pu t 
the conv ention in a tu rm oil and all a t­ 
tem pts to qu iet them seem ed u seless. 
Policem en 
brandishing 
th eir 
clu bs 
filled the stage. 
Chairm an Knox tried 
in v ain to m ake his v oice heard abov e 
the chaos. 
F orm er Senator Bev eridge 
was on the platform when the fracas 
broke ou t. 
He was sw ept from his 
sea t and two hu sky policemen stood 
gu ard ov er him u ntil the row was 
ov er. 
M ay or George Ellis of Grand 
R apids, who refu sed to show his cre­ 
dentials at the inner door, was throw n 
bodily ou t on the street. 
W hen the W ay ne cou nty T aft dele­ 
gation attem pted to enter the conv en­ 
tion hall, they w ere met by a squ ad of 
national gu ardsm en. who refu sed to 
allow them to e nte r

Retiring at 9 O ’clock at H is Hotel in 


New York, Apparently Better Than 


For Several W eeks, General Fred 


Dent Grant W a s Dead at M idnight 


of Attack to W hich He Succumbed 


Before Physicians Could Reach Him. 


New York, April 12.—A fter retiring 
a t 9 o’clock apparently in b etter con­ 
dition than for sev eral weeks, M ajor 
G eneral Frederick D ent G rant 
died 
su ddenly of h ea rt failu re, w ithou t pre­ 
m onition, a t th e Bu ckingham hotel at 
m idnight last night. 
H e had retu rned 
from his recent trip to Florida mu ch 
im prov ed and looking rem arkably well 
and v igorou s. 
H is m edical condition 
since his retu rn had giv en no special 
anx iety to his phy sician, who had been 
w ith him du ring the afternoon and had 
congratu lated him on his good health. 
H e ex pressed him self as rejoiced at 
his renew ed strength. 
G eneral G rant 
had been su ffering from diabetes and 
its attendant digestiv e distu rbances, 
which seem ed u nder perfect control. 
This su dden fatal term ination cam e as 
a great su rprise. 
His w ife and nu rse 
w ere with him a t the tim e, and the 
phy sicians, who w ere called a t once, 
fou nd th at the h ea rt had stopped in­ 
stantly . 
It is said th at G eneral G rant 
recently had been operated on for a 
cancerou s grow th at th e base of the 
tongu e. 
g eneral G rant was the eldest son of 
P resident U ly sses S. G rant, and was 
born at St. Lou is, May 30, 18 50. 
The 
fam ily came from New England, w here 
M atthew G rant settled a t W indsor, 
Conn., 
in 
16 35. 
P resident 
G rant’s 
g randfather mov ed to w estern P enn­ 
sy lv ania soon after th e rev olu tion. 
P resident G rant had fou r children, 
F rederick D., U ly sses S. jr., a law y er 
of San Diego, Cal.; Jesse R., of New 
York, and Mrs. Nellie G rant Sartoris. 
F rederick D. G rant was w ith his 
fath er in the la tte r part of the civ il 
w’ar, serv ing as v olu ntary aide and dis­ 
patch bearer to G eneral G rant. 
As soon as he was old enou gh he 
was appointed to the m ilitary academ y 
a t W est Point from New York and was 
gradu ated and com m issioned a second 
lieu tenant on Ju ne 12, 18 7 1, being de­ 
tailed to the F ou rth U nited S tates cav ­ 
alry . 
W ith this com m and he spent 
two y ears in Indian fighting on the 
frontier. 
He becam e first lieu tenant 
on Ju ne 28 , 1S7 6 , and m eanw hile, in 
18 7 3, he bad been appointed aide-de- 
cam p to L ieu tenant G eneral Philip H. 
Sheridan, w ith the rank of lieu tenant 
colonel. 
In his early w estern day s he 
w as em ploy ed also as engineer in the 
constru ction of the Union Pacific and 
Colorado C entral railw’ay s. 
On Ju ne 
1, 18 8 1, L ieu tenant Colonel G rant re­ 
signed from the serv ice after spending 
the g reater part of his tim e on the 
frontier... 
A fter leav ing the arm y L ieu tenant 
Colonel G rant spent mu ch of his tim e 
a t the hom e of his m other in New 
York. 
He was constantly at his fath­ 
er's side du ring the illness which took 
G eneral G rant's life, and after his 
fath er’s death took charge of the fam ­ 
ily affairs. 
In 1S8 5 P resident H arri­ 
son appointed him m inister to A u stria, 
and from 18 9 4 to 18 9 8 he was one of 
the police com m issioners of New York. 
W hen the Spanish w ar began Gen- 
G rant was appointed colonel of the 
Fou rteenth New York infantry , and 
later becam e brigadier general of v ol­ 
u nteers. He serv ed in the Porto Rican 
cam paign and after the w ar com m and­ 
ed the m ilitary district of Porto Rico. 
On April 15, 18 9 9 , he was honorably 
discharged and on the sam e day was 
reappointed, with the sam e rank, and 
serv ed from A pril 
to the following 
Janu ary as a brigade com am nder in 
the Philippines. T hen he was brou ght 
back to take com m and of the depart­ 
m ent of Tex as. 
Tn 19 04 he was for 
sev eral m onths in com m and of the de­ 
partm ent of the lakes, and then was 
for fou r y ears com m ander of the de­ 
partm ent of the east, retu rning again 
to that, his present, post as su ccessor 
to G eneral Leonard Wood. 
General G rant was m arried on Oct. 
20, 18 7 4, to Ida M. H onoré of Chicago. 
They hav e two children, L ieu tenant 
U ly sses S. G rant third, now stationed 
in W ashington, and the Princess Mi­ 
chael 
C antacu zene-Speransky , 
who 
was 
Miss Ju lia Dent 
G rant. 
Mrs. 
Frederick D. G rant is a sister of Mrs. 
P otter Palm er of Chicago.

The figures show'ed 50.686 person s 
in the state in public office, either as 
officials of employes.
